SOCIAL_CONDMIGNS_ANp_O^UPATig^OP_THE_DI  STRICT^ 

Remain  the  same  as  in  the  past.  There  are  no  new  Industries. 

Agriculture,  Coal  Iflining,  Stone  Quarrying  and  Printing  at 
Paulton  are  the  chief  soiu’cesof  employment. 

There  is  very  little  unemployment  in  the  district  and  labour 
both  male  aind  female  is  difficult  to  obtain. 

Housing  conditions  hc.ve  been  slightly  alleviated  by  the  nev/ 
houses  which  have  so  far  been  completed  but  very  many  more  v/ill  be 
needed  before  vjq  have  overcome  the  overcrowding  and  house  sharing 
problems.  There  is  also  a great  deal  of  bad  or  unsatisfactory 

property  to  be  dealt  with  which  cannot  be  dispensed  with  at  the 
present  time. 

Up  to  date  it  has  been  felt  that  any  house  is  better  than  no 
house  at  all  a:o.d  we  have  a large  number  of  young  married  couples 
with  or  vathout  children  v/ho  have  never  yet  been  able  to  have  a 
heme  of  their  ovn. 

Until  they  have  been  accommodated  it  is  not  possible  to  close 
or  demolish  insatisfactory  house  property. 

Additional  bulk  supplies  of  v;ater  and  the  provision  of  sewerage 
schemes  throughbut  the  district  are  also  urgent  problems. 

The  health  of  the  district  throughout  the  year  , under  reviev/ 
has  remained  exceptionally  good. 

There  has  been  no  serious  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease. 

The  detailed  figures  contained  in  this  report  all  tend  to  show 
that  the  National  Welfare  schemes  as  applied  to  Public  Health  are 
bea.riiig  fruit.  I would  specially  draw  your  attention  to  the 
figures  relaiting  to  Diphtheria  for  the  last  10  years,  recently 
published  in  the  Press. 

On  July  5th  1943  the  National  Health  Act  came  into  force  in 
compadiy  with  its  attendant  satillites,  the  National  Unemploymimt  ' 
Act,  the  National  Assistance  Act  etc.  With  it  came  sv/eeping 
changes  in  the  control  and  administration  of  Public  Health  and 
Private  or  Contract  Medical  and  Hospital  Practice.  On  that  date 
every  single  person  in  this  Country  became  eligible  for  Free 
Treatment  both  Medical , Hospital , Dental  and  Optical  together  v/ith 
many  other  benefits,  too  numerous  and  too  complicated  to  detail. 

At  the  same  time  a very  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants 
became  lir.ble  to  contribute  to  there  schemes,  each  v/eek  a very 
considerable  sum  of  money  in  the  form  of  National  Insurance  Stamps. 
But  whether  they  contribute  or  net  they  are  all  eligible  for  most 
of  the  benefits  relating  to  HecUth  and  Ti’eatment,  free  of  all  cost 
to  themselves. 


All  new  Eegimcs  take  time  to  settle  dov/n  and  suffer  from 
irmumernble  teething  troubles  but  by  the  end  of ^1948  it  is  possible 
to  see  already  many  inestimable  benefits  acci*tiliig'-:.  to  the  public. 
Amongst  them  I would  number; 

All  excellent  service  of  free  ambulances  and  ambulance  cars 
for  transport  of  the  sick  to  and  from  Hospitals,  Clinics  etc. 

Free  Dohtal  Treatment  and  Free  Optical  Benefit,  It  is  true 
that  the  latter  has  been  almost  swamped  by  the  unexpectedly  heavy 
demand  but  this  should  right  itself  in  time  as  the  demand  is 
satisfied. 

The  Hospital  Treatment  available  both  In  and  Out  patient  has  al- 
ways in  this  area  been  magnificent  and  it  still  is  so  but  being 
now  free  to  all  it  is  also  oveiw/orkod  and  there  are  consequent 
inevitable  delays. 

We  need  more  Hospitals  and  more  staff  for  them  as  also  for  the 
existing  ones. 

It  is  regrettable  that  through  lack  of  staff  we  no  longer  have 
our  own  Isolation  Hospital  at  Paulton. 

We  also  urgently  need  increased  accommodation  for  the  aged  sick 
Cambreok  House  is  supreme  in  its  own  sphere  and  our  thanks  are  duo 
to  the  Master,  Matron  and  Staff  for  their  kindly  care _ of  their 
patients.  I have  never  yet  met  one  who  v/as  unhappy  in  this 
Institution.  But  we  want  more  of  it  or  more  like  it  in  order  to 
.ut  dovv’n  the  long  time  of  -waiting  for  admission. 

In  my  opinion  V7e  need  also  some  form  of  Maternity  Hospital  for  the 
Area . 

I woulf^  also  commend  to  your  notice  the  Hoaie  Help  Scheme  which  , 
is  so  ably  administered  for  us  by  Miss  Davies_ of  Litton  imder_ 
the  auspices  of  the  W.V.S.  She  will  always  find  at  shore  nocice 
a caj)able  v/oman  to  assist  daily  in  a house  of  sickness  where, 
such  help  is  proved  to  be  necessary. 

We  should  not  forgot  either  our  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  District 
Nurses,  nov/  also  under  Sbatc  Control,  for  their  selfless  devotion 
to  duty  in  the  care  of  our  sick  by  day  and  by  night. 

I 3 line  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mi,  Shaw  for  his  unfailing 
help  thrcivghout  the  year  as  also  to  oiu’  Clerk,  Mr.  Barwick 
who  so  often  puts  me  right  when  I am  wrong,  but  on  whose  profoimd 
wisdom  and  knov;ledge  of  Local  Government  Law,  I frequently  call. 

In  subsequent  pages  you  will  find  such  details  and  scauiscics 
as  have  been  asked  for  by  the  Mini.stry  of  Healch  in  choir  Circulai 
3/49  (England)  Jan. 17th  1949*

DIPPITHERIA  IMMUNIZATION , 


ScheoiG  is  administorocl  by  tho  County  Authority.  Tho  family 
Doctor  is  empovvored  to  Imoiunizo  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  5 
years  with  material  supplied  frd^e  from  County  Hall.  His  fee  is 
paid  hy  the  Local  -Hithority.  Eaoh  Child  so  treated  receives  2 
injections  of  A.P.T.  at  intervals  of  4 weeks. 

Children  over  5 years  of  age  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  School 
Medical  Officers  (County  Staff)  at  some  period  of  the  child's 
school  career  i.e.  betv/een  5 j^ears  and  fifteen  years  a third 
injection  is  given  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  as  a bolstering 
dose  in  case  those  given  in  childhood  have  partly  lost  their 
beneficial  effect. 

In  the  Clutton  District  good  work  is  done,  by  the  District 
Nurses  in  rounding  up  children  and  parents  and  getting  them 
immunized.  I feel  siu’e  it  is  due  to  their  efforts  that  v^/e  have 
a very  high  percentage  of  Immunized  children.  Prom  a list  of 
statistics  sent  me  by  the  County  MD.H,  I find  that  out  of  a list 
of  16  Rural  Districts,  ^lutton  lies  4th  with  a total  of  2,872 
children  under  fifteen  years  immunized  between  January,  1934  and 
December,  1948.  '^'<c  were  beaten  by  Axbridge,  Langport  and  Yeovil 

in  that  order. 

In  the  six  months  ending  June  30th  1048  Cputton  had  155  cases 
immunized,  4th  on  the  list,  and  in  the  next  six  months  196,  2nd 
on  the  list. 

This  treatment  has  been  of  inestimable  value  in  reducing  the 
incidence  of  Diphtheria. 

The  operation  is  practically  painless  and  devoid  of  any  after 
effects.  It*  should  be  most  emphatically  urged  upon  parents  of' 
yoLuig  children  that  to  neglect  this  simple  precaution  is  to 
coiu’t  disaster. 


JaTER_SUPPLY_^ 

During  1948  this  has  been  adequate  both  in  quuntity  and  quality. 
Bacteriological  examinations  of  rav/  v;ater  v/ere  made  and  also  of  the 
treated  water  going  into  supply,  4 of  each  were  taken  of  which  3 
raw  were  satisfactory  and  1 slightly  unsatisfactory. 

4 Treated  samples  were  all  satisfactory/.  There  is  no  plumtao 
solvent  action  in  this  district.  The  slightly  unsatisfactory 
sample  of  ra?/  water  v/as  found  to  be  due  to  a choked  drain 
c cntamination,  after  clearance  of  the  drain  all'was  v/ell. 

The  year  1946  was  one  of  reasonable  rainfall  and  that,  Vi/ith 
the  additional  water  obtained  from  the  Bristol  mains  and  pumped 
into  G'.ir  mains  at  Coiley,  have  enabled  us  to  maintain  an  adequate 
water  supply  to  m ^t  of  the  District. 

There  are  still  a few  high  spots  such  as  Clutton  Hill  v/hich 
do  not  yet  get  a continuous  adequate  supply.  v^'e  hope  that  in  the 
fuoure  this  may  be  finally  overcornb  by  the  acquisition  of  more 
water  end  additional  pumping. 

Nevertheless  v/e  are  still  in  a precarious  condition  as  regards 
o'.or  reserves  of  water  if  a really  dry  summer  should  come  along.

D’uring  the  year  25  routine,  samples  were  taken  from  various 
supplies  and  submitted  to  the  Analyst  of  the  Somerset  County  Council 
laboratory  with  the  result  that  13  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 

3 not  quite  satisfactory  and  9 unsatisfactory. 

The  Townsend  East  Harptree  Springs  delivered  water  of  a 
satisfactory  quality  during  the  year.  The  Chlorinating  Plants, at  Pitt 
Harm  Reservoir  and  at  Townsend  East  Harptree  Pumping  Station  still 
continue  to  give  satisfactory  results.  The  quality  of  the  water  supplied 
by  the  Downside  Authorities  proved  on  analysis  to  be  satisfactory  bn 
each  of  the  2 occasions  when  samples  were  taken. 

Duning  the  year  1948,  1S2C  yards  of  3"  dia_.  water  mains  were  laid 
from  Clutton  Hill,  near  Maynard  Terrace,  Clutton  to  Eingv/ell 'Cross-road 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  supplies  to  Clutton  Hill  and  Clutton 
Plats.  Considerable  difficulties  in  the  laying  of  this  main  were 
encc’untered  due  to  hard  rock  from  Clutton  Hill  to  Ningwell  Cross-road. 

This  work  forms  a small  portion  of  the  scheme  for  water  augmentation 
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cn'  the  Downside  Supply  Scheme  in  conjunction  with  the  Coley  Pmnp  whi-oh  ^ 
p^onips  water  from  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Co.’s  main  at  East  Harptree  into 
the  Downside  supplies  at  Temple  Cloud.  These  works  have  considerably 
improved  the  water  supply  to  Clutton  Hill  and  Clutton  Plats. 

SCAVENGING  0P_ T El S T RI C T 

During  the  year  1943,  the  system  of  weekly  removal  of  all  classes 
of  house  refuse  was  maintained.  The  system  is  working  satisfactorily 
and  the  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  is  very  Email., 

These  complaints  were  im.mediately  attende’’.  to  by  the  Contractors  when 
brought  to  their  notice.  During  the  year  the  addition  of  a special 
low  loading  refuse  removal  vehicle  was  obtained  thus  enabling  the  whole 
of  the  district  to  be  covered  by  this  type  of  vehicle.
